ROAD AGENT'S REPORT 


The new John Deere tractor purchased by the town has 
been a big help to us, both in summer and winter. We need 
a mower attachment so that the brush cutting can be com- 
pleted. 

Our tarring program included the road from Curtis 
Corner to Lyndeboro Center and the back side of the Moun- 
tain Road. The tarring roads appropriation is insufficient 
and many of the roads are in need of retarring. 

The T.R.A. project completed the road from Charles 
Wilcox’s to James Dyckman’s. This year the Turnpike in 
North Lyndeboro will be rebuilt, 1.2 miles of construction. 

We hope the people of the town realize the need for a 
raise in pay for the highway crew. At the present wage we 
cannot continue to work for the town. 

Our grader, 22 years old, has worked very hard this year 
and it is time we thought Ane replacing it. We depend a 
great deal on this machine, in summer and winter as you 
well know after this Sintars storms. 

The “Duncan Money” was spent on widening and gravel- 
ing roads. The areas improved were the corner near Rich- 
ard Tuttle’s, Rand’s Road and Whittemores Hill.

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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Lyndeboro Cemetery Department has been plagued 
with an insecure feeling of not knowing whether or not we 
have a permanent sexton. Since Mr. Harry Holt resigned 
in the early part of 1960, there have been five different in- 
dividuals that have carried out this responsibility. We are 
now on our sixth, namly Percy Salisbury. 

Mr. Salisbury accepted the office of sexton June 1968. 
Mr. Edmond Gore, who for the past two and a half years 
has done a great deal for the betterment of the Lyndeboro 
cemeteries, resigned the office of sexton June 3, 1968. 

From June 3 through June 24, mowing and trimming 
was done by one of the Cemetery Trustees and 95% of the 
time expended was on perpetual care lots only. 

Spring cleanup, mowing, trimming, etc., accounted for 
$382.67 to make the cemeteries presentable for Memorial 
Day. Under the present wage scale a $500 appropriation 
does little more than have the cemeteries respectable at this 
time of year. 

The fence and gates repair project has been started 
and some noticeable results should appear this year.

The Police Department was quite busy this past year. 
Much time was spent on calls which were not charged to 
the Police Budget, such as talking to parents of young people 
and to the young people themselves, in regards to motor 
vehicle regulations and to the respecting of people and 
property. With the parents help we hope to overcome this 
problem. 

You will notice that the Police Budget has been in- 
creased this year. This is for the purpose of purchasing an- 
other radio to improve our communications and for the 
purchase of two lights for the Special Officers cars. We are 
in urgent need of these lights for use at accidents at night 
and for emergency use. 

On the subject of communications, the Town of Lynde- 
borough has entered into an agreement with the Nelson 
answering service to handle all of our calls as in the past. 
The only thing different is that now the Base Station will 
be operated on an FCC License issued to the Lyndeborough 
Police Department with the equipment owned and housed 
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at the Nelson residence in Wilton. Townspeople are asked 
to call the Nelson answering service for police service in 
order to greatly expedite the response to calls. If at the 
time there is not an officer available in town, one can be 
reached through the answering service. All Lyndeborough 
calls must however, go through the Nelson answering service. 

This past year we had Stop signs erected at two locations 
in town which we hope will help prevent motor vehicle 
accidents. There are still some areas which need signs and 
we hope we will be able to take care of them in the near 
future. 

We ask the townspeople to observe and abide by the 
signs which were installed in the village area referring to 
No Parking and to Parallel Parking. This will help to allev- 
iate some of the congestion which occurs at times at the 
Post Office and Store. The village area is a definite traffic 
hazard and anything we can do to overcome this must be 
done to prevent a serious and possibly tragic outcome. 

The school area is a bad one at best. With our school 
children walking the highway morning and afternoon a 
real dangerous situation exists. Abiding by the posted speed 
limits and asking others to do the same will somewhat help 
to overcome this problem. 

Finally I wish to thank the Nelson answering service — 
The Wilton Police Department — The Milford Police De- 
partment, and the State Police, especially Troop “B”, for their 
wonderful and needed cooperation.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The library is open on Tuesday and Thursday afternoons 
from 2 until 5:30 P.M. and on Tuesday evening from 7 to 8. 
So that Mrs. Brown's reading class might come to the library 
during her teaching time, Mrs. Shinn has been opening the 
library for them every other Thursday morning between 
eleven and twelve. 

The trustees and I attended three book meetings held 
at Hollis, New Boston and Amherst. 

In October, Mrs. Shinn and | attended a workshop day 
on book repair in Brookline. 

We also spent a day in Bedford at a reference work 
shop. For an account of this meeting I quote from the 
November issue of the New Hampshire State Library News: 

“Thirty seven New Hampshire public libraries had a 
streak of good luck in October. These libraries had their 
names pulled in a drawing held at the State Library, follow- 
ing four reference workshops held in Pittsfield, Littleton, 
Keene and Bedford. 

A total of 85 people from 52 different libraries partici- 
pated in the workshops which were designed to help local 
librarians answer reference questions and provide instruc- 
tion in the use of reference books.” 

It was from the collection of reference books furnished, 
for the meeting that we drew the two volume set of “Spillers 
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Literary History of the United States.” These books were 
each listed for $16.50. We were quite proud. 

We were given 20 large print books by the New Hamp- 
shire Development Program for being willing to make the 
books a part of our permanent collection. 

The R.C.A. Victor Company sent us a free gift of 50 
records and we were given one other by Mrs. Walker — 
“The Sound of Music.” 

We have also received the gift of a great many books for 
which we are grateful, especially for an Old Town History 
from the Selectmen. 

Mention should surely be made of the large gift from the 
Whiting family in memory of Mrs. Charles Whiting from 
which we are to have the continued interest for new books. 

During National Library week, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Wilcox displayed pictures and material for the making and 
processing of maple sugar and honey. 

At one time we also had a display of water color paint- 
ings by Mrs. McLain. 

Mrs. Jaffa and Mrs. Peters both brought their pupils for 
a visit to the library in the spring. 

Books taken from the library in 1968 are as follows — 
Adult Fiction, 1018; Adult Non Fiction, 450; Juvenile, 627; 
Bookmobile, 611. We sent to the State Library for six books 
requested and there were eighty-one records borrowed.

We had a very quiet year. Three calls for mutual aid 
to Wilton, one railroad fire in town, one chimney fire, and 
one bale of hay on fire in highway, one unnecessary call, 
two calls to assist in finding lost persons. 

We purchased one 242” combination nozzle, and one 1” 
booster combination nozzle, one pair of tire chains for the 
G.M.C. tanker. 

No losses were reported by fire this year. With continued 
cooperation of the townspeople we can keep this record 
in the next year. 

The 1937 Chevrolet motor is knocking badly when being 
used for pumping. Therefore we are asking for $15,000.00 
to replace this vehicle with a new truck with 600 gallon 
tank, 750 GPM pump, and assorted equipment to make 
a Class H piece of equipment. This will keep the insurance 
rates down and lower some insurance rates now in effect. 
The Board of Underwriters doesn't consider usual equipment, 
or equipment that is 20 years old, as first time apparatus. 

Appropriation — $1,862.00 Expended — $1,684.27 

The firemen have the shingles for the house roof, but 
the weather has not cooperated, so it has not been done yet. 

Mr. Norman Draper is working on the deed to a new 
piece of land by the station.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase in an area as the population increases and our 
state is growing tremendously. This means that we all must 
be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent their 
occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted match is an adven- 
ture, burn fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A 
little older we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out 
by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests get together 
for another statistic. We adults like to clean up in the 
spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, result — 
escaped fires and much personal expense. 
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With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that every- 
one be aware all through the fire season, which comes with 
the disappearance of the snow, of the need to be careful 
with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a 
car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn — 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the ground 
is covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal braziers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 
b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 
before you light the match. 


4, Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column 
and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held eight meetings, two public 
hearings, and went on one field trip this year. 

The Board examined the problems facing the town 
because of increased population or changes in state laws and 
tried to suggest the best solutions to these problems. One of 
the most serious problems is not a new one but one that 
becomes worse each year, the sewage systems or lack of 
same in South Lyndebor ough. Any solution to this problem 
will be expensive to the families involved. However, with 
the new state laws it must be faced soon. 

The Board felt that most of the water holes in town 
had outlived their usefulness and have become a hazard 
to health and children. Therefore it has recommended that 
these water holes be filled. 

The Board examined the J. A. Tarbell Library and found 
that it needed repairing. An estimate of the cost of such 
repairs was obtained and turned over to the Selectmen. 

The Board suggests that the Library and the Fire House 
be hooked up to the driven well to be drilled at Citizens’ 
Hall. A citizen of town has offered $100 toward installing 
toilet facilities at the Library. 

The Board studied the Zoning Ordinance and the Build- 
ing Regulations and recommended the changes that are 
to be voted on at Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Beginning on January 14, the Budget Committee held 
meetings with the School Committee, the Selectmen and 
all other Town Department heads to hear reports of actual 
expenditures for 1968 and requests for appropriations for 
1969. 

The Town Budget as approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee is $9397.90 less than last year. This amount reflects 
in large part the cost of the tractor purchased in 1968. You 
will note that the difference between the estimated revenue 
and the recommended budget is $16,501.27. This is what 
it will cost to run all town departments for 1969. 

The School Budget was discussed at great length and in 
the end there were differences in the budget as prepared 
by the School Committee and that recommended by the 
Budget Committee. We differed mainly in two areas; 
teachers salaries and estimated revenues. It will be up 
to the voters at School Meeting to determine the budget 
to be adopted. 

There are three articles in the Warrant that involve 
appropriations. We show a dollar in our budget for these 
articles. It will be up to the voters to decide on these articles.
